A TOTAL ECLIPSE. 


From Our ASTRONOMICAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


MERCURY is a morning star, at his 
reatest western elongation on the 
21st. He.will be visible in the early morn- 
ing during the latter half of the month, 
a ó near 4 a.m., nearly due east. He 
should be a conspicuous object just before 
dawn. Venus, being in Superior Conjunc- 
tion on the 8th, will be invisible. Mars 
also is off the observing list, setting about 
an hour after the Sun. Jupiter rises about 
2.50 a.m. at the beginning of the month 
and a little after 1 a.m. at the end. He 
is in Cancer, and moves into Leo at the 
end of the month. The ephemeris of his 
' gatellites is resumed in the almanacs 
this month, having been interrupted while 
the Carty was beyond convenient observ- 
ing limits as he passed behind the Sun. 
Saturn is a moderately conspicuous 
object in the southern sky now, as soon as 
it is dark enough. He was under observa- 
tion at Armagh on a few occasions during 
August. His ring was seen to be closing, 
the planet’s poles being almost exactly 
tangent to it at its upper and lower curves. 
Also several of his satellites were noted at 
the same time. The rings will continue to 
close till 1936, when the Earth will be near 
their plane, and they will be presented 
edgewise and become invisible, or nearly 
so, for a time, as they did in 1921. The 
planet’s low altitude this year will be 
against getting really good views of his 
system. 


URANUS. 

Uranus may now be sought for with some 
prospect of finding him by the ordinary 
star-gazer with a small telescope or a good 
pair of binoculars. He rises about 7 p.m., 
and is in the constellation Pisces, not far 
from the star Epsilon Piscium. Epsilon 
is a star of the 4th magnitude, and, there- 
fore, fairly easy to find with the aid of a 
star map. It is just half-way between the 
órd magnitude stars Gamma Pegasi and 
Alpha Piscium. Both are well-known 
objects, the former being the S.E. angle 
of the Great Square of Pegasus, and the 
latter a well-known double. Epsilon 
Piscium is accompanied by two small stars 
of the 6th magnitude, making an 
equilateral triangle. These are known as 
Zeta and 80 Piscium respectively. Uranus 
is very close to Zeta aed September. 
A good pair of binoculars will pick out 
these objects easily, if the observer is not 
sharp-sighted enough to discern them 
without optical aid. As Uranus is in 
Opposition on October 11th, he will be now 
moving retrograde, or westwards, and will 
be seen to move slowly back into the little 
triangle aforesaid. In a telescope of any 
size his colour and his dise will dis- 
tinguish him easily from a star. With 
binoculars he must be watched for his 
motion among the stars. 


THE MOON. i 
‘Last Quarter ‘on the 5th, at 7.21 a.m. 


New Moon on the 12th, at 4.26 a.m. 

First Quarter on the 18th, at 8.37 p.m. 

Full Moon on the 26th, at 7.45 p.m. 

There will be a total eclipse of the Moon 
on the evening of the 26th, which will be 
visible generally all over the British Isles, 
as well as Europe, Asia and Africa. The 
Moon's first contact with the LEarth’s 
shadow takes place at 5.54 p.m., Green- 
wich Time ‘(not Summer Time).’ Total 
eclipse begins at 7.6 p.m. and ends at 
8351 p.m. The Moon finally leaves the 
shadow at 9.42. The Moon rises at Green- 
wich at 5.49 p.m., five minutes before the 
beginning of, the eclipse. In Ireland she 
rises some twenty-five to thirty-five minutes 
Jater, according to longitude. She will, 
therefore, rise.in Ireland already partially 
eclipsed, and the rest of the eclipse will be 
_visible here throughout. This is the second 
total eclipse of the Moon to be visible in 
Ireland this year, the last having been on 
April 2nd, when the view was largely 
spoiled by clouds. Let us hope for’ better 
luck this time. A total eclipse of the 
Moon is a very beautiful phenomenon, 
though of less importance astronomically 
than one of the Sun, and much less spec- 
tacular and awe-inspiring. The two 
eclipses of this year are central celipses, 
the Moon passing through,-or nearly 
. through, the centre of the Earth’s shadow. 
Such eclipses occur: in pairs, with an 
interval of a few days less than six months’ 
between them. The corresponding pheno- 
menon in eclipses of the Sun is when a 
pair of solar eclipses occur at the same 
interval of nearly six months, the track of 
each eclipse crossing the Equator. In this 
case one eclipse will be total and the other 
annular. 

In general, any eclipse, unless it be a 
very small one, is accompanied by another 
at the six months’ interval. If one be 
‘visible in the northern hemisphere, the 
other will be visible in the southern; and 
if one crosses the Equator, so will the 
other. Next year, for example, there will 
be an annular eclipse of the Sun on March 
7th, visible in Tasmania and the Antarctic 
Ocean, etc., and a total eclipse on August 
31st, visible in the North Polar regions, 
Canada and the United States. There will 
also be two eclipses of the Moon next year, 
both very nearly total, companion eclipses 
to those of the Sun. The first will be on 
March 22nd, and will be invisible in 
Ireland; the second on September 14th, 
visible throughout in Ireland, beginning 
at 7.18 p.m. and e iding at 10.49 p.m. The 
eclipse observer will thus be very well pro- 
vided with interest during this and next 

ear. 

There will be a daylight occultation of 
the bright star Spica on the 14th, but it 
is to be feared that there will be little 
chance of observing it, as it occurs at 
10.19 a.m., and the Moon is only two days 
old. The morning Sun will be very near, 
and the Moon and star not very far from, 
the horizon. 


THE SUN. 

The Autumn Equinox occurs dt mid- 
night September 23-4. The Sun entcrs 
Libra and crosses the Equator, going 
south. Day and night are equal all over 
the globe. 


THE STARS. 

Constellations visible in September: at 
midnight on the Ist, 11 p.m. on the 15th, 
and at 10 p.m. on the 30th. On the 
meridian are Pegasus and Aquarius. 
Cepheus is overhead. Cygnus, Lyra and 
Aquila are to the west, easily located by 
the three bright stars Deneb, Vega and 
Altair. Further west are Hercules and 
Corona. Ophiuchus is setting. East of 
the meridian is the greater part of Pegasus, 
including the Great Square, Andromeda, 
Perseus, Cetus and Pisces, Ariés and 
Taurus, the last near the eastern horizon. 
The Great Bear stands level on the northern 
horizon. Besides the three already men- 
tioned, the only first magnitude stars in 
sight are Capella and Aldebaran in the 
north-east, and Fomalhaut almost on the 
horizon, nearly due south.

KRAKATOA. 


ROYAL SOCIETY'S REPORT. 


Our Astronomical Correspondent writes: 
The article in the Jrish Times of August 
August 27th om the great eruption 
of -Krakatoa in 1883: reminded me 
that the Armagh ‘Observatory Ea 
sesses a copy of the report of the Royal 
Society on that tremendous convulsion. It 
is, as far as I know, the only volcanic 
eruption .which has been the occasion of 
the sá Smarr of a special committee 
of the yal Society for its investigation. 
For the astronomer the volcano of 
Krakatoa has the particular interest that 
it very closely resembles many of the 
volcanic craters in the Moon. Krakatoa 
is—or rather was previously to the great 
convulsion of August 26-27, 1883—the 
largest of a group of islands occupying a 
central position in the Straits of Sunda, 
between Java and Sumatra, a marine high- 
way of vast importance to the commercial 
world as being the shortest entrance to the 
China Sea. This group of islands was wel] 
kuown to be volcanic, and every hill and 
mountain in the group had been an active 
volcano at one time or another. The 
surveys and investigations following the 
great eruption revealed the fact that the 
entire group was one great volcano, with 
an ancient crater ring some five miles in 
diameter, or more, most of which was sub- 
merged, while the several islands, with 
their crater cones, were but subsidiary 
vents arranged round the rim of the great 
crater, and two or three within it. This 
is exactly the arrangement which is so 
familiar to the Junar observer. There is 
a great crater, with one, two or more 
hills within it, and often a series of smaller 
cones on its margin. 


VOLCANIC PESTS. 


Krakatoa had four or five volcanic peaks 
on its rim, and two inside the main ring ; 
but there was an additional feature which 
is absent in lunar craters, and that was 
the water of the ocean. The great ring 
was partly submerged, only the loftier 
elevations thereon being above the sea, but 
the greater part of the interior had been 
raised above sea level by successive minor 
eruptions during several centuries. It was 
this raised portion, with a peak of 2,600 
feet at its south end, which formed the 
island of Krakatoa. The eruption started 
from one of the small cones in the interior, 
and was confined to this for some weeks, 
forming a favourite holiday sight for 


visitors from Batavia and other Dutch | Perhaps, 


settlements in the neighbourhood. Bye 
and bye, however, it increased in violence, 
and one after another mcre craters opened 
within the interior of the ring. 

What happened after that is not very 
clear ; for no human being could approach 
the scene of such a terrible convulsion. It 
appears probable that, as the materials 
heaped within the great ring were blown 
away by the increasing eruption, the walls 
of the crater ring finally disappeared, and 
the sea poured into the fiery gulf. The 
colossal struggle between fire and water at 
first gave rise to a series of fierce ex- 
plosions; but even a volcano could not 
hold out against the ocean pouring down 
its throat, and the mass cf lava in the 
crater was cooled and solidified til] the 
vent was plugged. This was sitting upon 
the safety valve with a vengeance, and 
after some hours the obstructions were 
blown out in a sucq¢ession cf explosions 
which actually shook the Earth. The air 
and oceanic waves travelled several times 
round the globe before finally coming to 
rest. It is a remarkable circumstance that 
a number of ships were actually within a 
few miles of the volcano during its 
paroxysms and survived. The yal 
‘Society’s report is a bulky folio volume of 
nearly 500 pages, with remarkable draw- 
ings and photographs, giving a vivid idea 
of the catastrophe, which cost some 40,000 


lives, in the towns which were me away 
by the seismic waves raised by the 
eruption. .

Ghe Driver's Seat. 


Traffic experts in England, I under- 
stand, are of the opinion that much of 
the blind driving about which complaints 
are being made is due to the position of 
the driver's seat in the modern stream- 
line type of car. This kind of vehicle. 
with its low roof and high radiator, allows 
the driver very little room to look aroufd 
him. He is usually on a low seat. placed 
behind a large steering wheel and screen 
pillars, so that his vision is limited in 
front and at the sides. From such a posi- 
tion it is difficult to see signposts and 
signals and to avoid taking up more road 
space than is necessary. During heavy 
rain the driver of such a car has his vision 
almost completely obscured, even when 
part of the screen is cleared by an auto. 
matic wiper. 

The driving of motor ’buses and coaches 
is said to be far superior to that of most 
private cars, mainly because the driver 
of the ’bus is usually in a position which 
enables him to see all round him. It 
looks as if motor manufacturers who have 
been thinking in terms of stream-line 
effects may find it necessary to revise their 
designs. Otherwise, increasing traffic con- 
gestion may force the authorities to refuse 
licences to cars which have not a clear 
view from the driver’s seat. For his own 
sake, the prospective purchaser of a motor 
car might do well to keep this possibility 


in mind, 


Sparrows. 


I understand that English farmers are 
becoming alarmed at the depredations of 
the common sparrow. They allege that 
these omnivorous birds have done more 
damage than usual to crops this year, 
and a campaign for their extermination 
is being advocated. There is no doubt that 
the sparrow is exceedingly destructive, but 
the experience of French agriculturists 
has shown that a wholesale massacre is 
not advisable. When this was attempted 
some years ago it was followed by an 
enormous increase in caterpillars, vastly 
more injurious to the crops than the 
sparrows themselves. During the troubled 
times in this country there was a great 
decrease in the sparrow population, 
probably due to the restrictions on the 
number of shotguns available for the 
destruction of their natura] enemies, the 
hawks. When conditions became normal 
the sparrows appeared again, and they 
have never been more numerous than at 
present. 

With the exception of robins when they 
are hungry, sparrows will approach nearer 
to man than any other bird. The speci- 
mens in the Dublin parks are remarkably 
tame, though not to the same degree as 
in London, where they will alight on the 
hands and shoulders of certain individuals 
who make a practice of encouraging them. 
the most unpleasant feature 
about the sparrow is his continuous and 
exasperating chirp on the window-sill in 
the early hours of the morning, which 
has called down on his head the maledic- 
tions of many a fitful sleeper.

The province is already weighed 
down by a heavy taxation burden, and can- 
not stand much more, so that it is sincerely 
to be hoped that Northern Ireland will 
escape lightly from the new impositions. 
If trade were revived first and then taxes 
levied, things would not be too bad, but 
any further immediate calls upon the tax- 
payers’ pockets would go far to counteract 
even the beneficial results of a tariff wall.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
OR the first six months of the current 
year £94,927 worth of apples were im- 


ported into the Irish Free State. For |. 


the corresponding period in 1930 imports of 
apples were worth £105,191. Is it not a 
wonder that, in districts that are favourable 
to apple-growing, this excellent fruit is not 
more extensively cultivated ? 

Visitors from America to-their native land 
are puzzled at the failure of the people here 
to take advantage of the facilities which 
nature has provided for growing fruit in 
abundance. A typical example came under 
my notice during a recent visit to the South 
of Ireland, when a returned Irish-American 
declared that what the country wanted was 
someone to move in the matter. If some 
business men got together and made an 
effort to develop the fruit-growing industry, 
there would be no necessity for the Irish 
Free State to import so many apples and 
other fruits. | have already shown how 
much is lost to the country by imports of 
apples alone. 


TINNED FRUIT. 

Imported fruit in syrup, tinned or bottled. 
for the first six months of this year was 
worth £33,025, as compared with £40,834 for 
the corresponding period last year, while 
fruit pulp and juice, not liable to duty, was 
worth £11,572, against £17,848 last year. 
Omitting dried fruits, such as currants and 
raisins, the total amount spent on imported 
fruit and fruit juice during the first six 
months of 19351 was £139,324, against 
£224 878. 

If, as is stated, there is likely to be a glut 
in the soft fruit market this season, and 
prices in cog@gequence are unsatisfactory, why 
should not Truit-growers in the Boyne Valley 
and other areas combine for the purpose of 
having their fruit tinned or bottled? 

No doubt, large quantities of fruit are 
purchased by preserve manufacturers, but 
much better prices could be obtained if either 
the growers or the jam manufacturers started 
a fruit-canning or bottling industry on a large 
scale. 

When my returned Irish-American friend 
was told that fruit could not grown near 
the public road because of raids by younz 
people, he replied: “‘‘That is what I hear 
evervwhere—‘ It cannot be done.’ Steps could 
be taken to counteract that sort of thing, 
and I do not see why it should not be made 
a success.” 


AN ENGLISH EXAMPLE. 

Some idea of what can be done is indicated 
by the five weeks’ record of the Nationa! 
Cannery Company recently established in 
Great Britain. This concern provided a 
market for surplus fruit, thus enabling 


growers to get fair prices for their fresh 


produce. During its first five weeks’ trading 
the cannery sold over a quarter of a million 
eans and bottles of fruit, all having the 
national mark. It dealt with 50,000 cans of 
loganberries, 50,000: cans of raspberries, 
10.000 «ans of strawberries, and a large 
quantity of other fruits, all of which realised 
satisfactory prices. 

Failing combined action, fruit-crowers 
should find it advantageous to go in for fruit 
bottling or canning individually. In this way 
they would build up a personal connection, 
apart from the fresh fruit trade, which would 
benefit them considerably.

Mr. Campbell—I can say that this pistol 
helonged to Henry Joy M‘Cracken’s grand- 
father, a man who was well-known in Belfast. 
I am surprised at Captain Moore preferring 
this charge.

AN POBHLACHT.

Rirtnnldel yde in Milk.

BELFAST, Monday. 

John McCourt, King street, was prosecuted 
in the Belfast Custody Court to-day for hav- 
ing sold sweet milk 5 per cent. deficient in 
milk fat, and containing 0.0011 per cent. of 
formaldehyde. 

Mr. James Craig, who represented the 
Corporation, said that formaldehyde was used 
to keep the milk from going sour. It was 
dangerous to health. 

Mir. MeKeown, cross-examined by M1. J. T. 
Donaghy, for the defendant, said that five per 
cent. deficiency in milk fat alone would not 
have made him bring the case. It was a 
higher percentage that they prosecuted for. 
The defendant had never been before thie 
(ourt before in respect of any offence concern- 
ing his milk supply. He had been ten years 
In business. . 

The defendant said that the deficiency 1n 
milk fat was attributable to a change in feed- 
ing. He could not account for the exceed- 
ingly small percentage of formaldehyde in the 
milk. The only explanation was a formalin 
tablet getting into the milk accidentally. He 
had been using such tablets for health 
purposes. Prior to this he had never heard 
of formaldehyde. 

Thomas Garnett stated that he supplied 
milk to the defendant. No formaldehyde had 
been found in his milk when analysed. 

Mr. Donaghy suggested that the case should 
be withdrawn on payment of costs. 

Major McCallum said that they left out the 
5 per cent. deficiency in milk fat; but in re- 
gard to the formaldehyde they inflicted a fine 
of 10s. and costs. Had it not been for the 
fine record of the defendant the penalty would 
have been much greater.

Post Office Economies 
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Proposed Centralisation 


Scheme.

BELFAST, Monday. 
N regard to the scheme of economy which 
| is being carried out by the Postmaster- 
Generel several important changes in 
the postal service of Northern Ireland are 
shortly to be carried out. Hitherto the 
post offices at Carnlough, Glenarm, Garron- 
point and Ballygally (East Antrim) have been 
under the direct control of the Postmaster- 
Surveyor of Belfast. To save expense in the 
matter of survey work, and in the distribu- 
tion of the various postal supplies, these post 
offices, it is understood, are now to be con- 
trolled by the Head Postmaster of Bally- 
mena. No change in the postal deliveries at 
these offices is contemplated in the meantime, 
but it is likely that in the near future, when 
automatic telegraphy is installed in Bally- 
mena, telegrams for those towns will circulate 
to Ballymena for distribution by telephone. 

Other offices in County Antrim and County 
Derry, including Garvagh, Kilrea, Maghera, 
hnockloughran, Castledawson, Randalstown, 
and Toomebridge, at present directly under 
the Belfast head office, are to be transferred 
to the control of the Cookstown office. 

It is understood that the Postmaster- 
General intends to put into operation a 
scheme of centralising postal work on a large 
scale, and thus effect a big saving in his 
wages budget, as such a scheme will 
materially decrease the number of clerks and 
postmen required. 


Northern Markets in

Ireland Department of Agriculture — A small 
supply of home-grown white oats marketed 
at Ballynahinch last week was 1d. per cwt. 
dearer at 8s. 4d. ea! ewt.. Early variety pota- 
toes were more plentiful than a week ago, and 
at 5s. lid. per cwt. (average) were 114d. per 
ewt. cheaper on the week. The slightly larger 
offering of new main crop potatoes for local 
consumption marketed last week were 8d. per 
cwt. cheaper at 6s. 8d. per cwt. Of the new 
varieties marketed last week a good supply 
of Arran Victory made 6s. 11d. per cwt. 


Pink potatoes sold at 6s. per cwt. A small 
supply of Up-to-Dates marketed at Belfast 
were also selling at 6s. per cwt. The supply 
of first and second year’s upland hay was 
virtually unchanged from the previous week, 
and at 60s. 4d. per ton was ls. ld. per ton 
dearer than a week ago. 

A larger quantity of méadow hay reached 
markets, and ayeraged 45s. 8d. per ton, as 
against 44s. 7d. per ton at previous markets. 
‘There were only nineteen tons of oat straw 
marketed, as against thirty-six tons a week 
ago, and as a consequence the price advanced 
sharply to 47s. 1d. per ton last week, the 
previous price being 40s. 5d. per ton. 

The supnly of this season’s perennial grass 
seed marketed at Newry was more than double 
that of a week ago, and fetched prices similar 
to those of last week at from 8s. to lls. per 
cwt. 

In the wool markets there were shorter 
supplies than in the previous week, but prices 
were unchanged at 53d. per lb. for long un- 
washed wool and 34d. per lb. for mountain 
unwashed wool. 

There were somewhat shorter supplies of 
pork at markets during the week, and the 
price declined further to average 47s. 7d. per 
cwt. (dead weight), as against 49s. 9d. per 
cwt. the previous figure. 

Farmers’ print butter was Jess plentiful 
than a week ago and 3d. per |b. cheaper at 
1s. Oid. per lb., while the decreased supply of 
farmers’ Jump butter was stationary in price 
at 103d. per ib. :

The Hóliday Season. 


With the approach of autumn the Irish 
tourist industry emerges from its struggle 
against widespread depression, and the 
vagaries of a more than usually elusive 
summer, to take stock of its position. The 
chronicle of the earlier part of the season 
is a tale of woe. An unusually large 
number of inquiries was received from 
prospective visitors; but, as the weeks 
wore on beneath sombre ‘skies, whose 
dreary weeping seemed an appropriate 
accompaniment to the world’s financial 
embarrassments, many of these inquiries 
led to nothing. Later months, however, 
brought a certain measure of relief; the 
prospects for September are good, and. 
when the autumnal! mists fall as a curtain 
upon the holiday season, the Free State 
may find that she has come remarkably 
well out of a compromising position. For 
this consummation the labours of the Irish 
Tourist Association must be held largely 
responsible. Urban and county councils 
in various parts. of the country have been 
empowered to strike a rate for the benefit 
of the Association, in return, 
undertakes to spread the fame of these 
places in lands beyond the seas. While 
the greatest response comes, as a matter 
England, a feature of this 
has been the number of 
inquiries from France and Germany. 
Advertisement has brought Ireland like a 
new planet into the ken of foreign eyes, 
but it seems also to have produced a 
marked effect at home. 

The American tourist has a peculiar

Our 
American visitors of 1931, however, have 
not lived up to this ideal. Narrow circum- 
stances at home have led to the abandon- 
ment of many “ limited expense tours ” 
to Europe, and tne Americans who have 
come to Ireland this summer are mostly

An Ultimatum. 


Gallant is the man who ventures to 
referee an Association football match in 
these islands; for he never knows what a 
decision may bring forth. Yet, through 
some strange fascination that the game 
possesses, he sticks to his job, taking hard 
times as part and parcel of his duty. In 
other lands there are referees who lack 
that spirit of martyrdom. The referees of 
Buenos Aires, where Association football 
has developed a remarkable popularity, 
have resolved that their position entitles 
them solely to be referees—not to act as 
targets for the crowd. Apparently a 
Buenos Aires ‘‘crowd’’ considers the 
referee to be fair game. The favourite 
practice of devotees who disagree with this 
official is to throw beer bottles at him, 
and, if many beer bottles miss, quite 
enough find their mark to make his life 
uncomfortable. Authority frowns on such 
demonstrations, and at every important 
match the referee is protected by a barbed 
wire fence, six mounted policemen and 
twenty-four foot-constables. None of these 
precautions is adequate, and the referees 
have issued an ultimatum. They lay stress 
upon their long-suffering. They explain 
that they are ready to endure as much 
hooting as the crowd pleases to offer, but 
that they draw the line at beer bottles. 
They demand, therefore, either that the 
barbed wire fences shall be made so high 
as to baffle the strongest thrower or that 
beer bottles shall be declared contraband 
within the football ground. Precisely how 
the authorities will contrive to put either 
precaution into practice is not clear, but 
the referees are adamant. In effect, their 
ultimatum reads: ‘‘ One more bottle and 
we quit.’’

WAR ON THE SLUMS. 

TO THE FDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Civies Institute's memorandum 
submitted to the Government on the question 
of providing housing a¢commodation for the 
poor contatis many ambitious suggestions, 
some of which, no doubt, the Government 
has already under consideration, aad will 
sooner or Jater, by sheer force of eircum- 
stances, be compelled to adopt. Nowadays, 
however, it would seem, a great deal of 
public money is spent on ot services that 
could reasonably be curtailed or otherwise 
avoided. Psychologically, the net effect of 
this is to cause human endeavour to seek 
the least: line of resistance when confronted 
by any social problem, resulting in, as on 


aii previous occasions, an insatiable craving 


for public money as a remedy. Has any rea 
attempt been made to find out how. far 
economic rates of rent may be charged, while 
at the same time covering the return on 
capital likely to be put into the erection of 
modern dwellings? tn other words, exactly 
up to what point can private enterprise take 
a hand? Further, if houses are provided at 
low rents, what is to prevent people from 
qualifying for the right of becoming tenants 
therein? Why should an seme 3 sem!- 
demovalised people be completely demoralised ? 

The writer here submits that none of these 
questions can be satisfactorily answered until 
an investigation is made by Government 
authority into the conditions under which 
tenement-dwellers at present Irve. Moreover, 
it is suggested that. in the event of any 
such investigation, the terms of reference 
should include a questionnaire setting forth 
particulars that will enable a compilation of 
facts to be made, and should contain answers 
tu the following questions :— 

(1) Occupation. 

(2) Whether in continuous employment. 

(3) Number in family. 

(4) Number of  dependents—(a) 
twelve vears, (b} over twelve vears. 
(5) Numver of family employed, 

(6) Total family income.

THE FINANCIAL SCHEME. 


The financial scheme which the Cabinet 
i Preparing is substantially on the lines 
of that wheh secured a majority in the 
Labour Cabinet, but the progress already 
made indicates that there will be some 
alterations.

MACHINES READY TO 
3 LEAVE. 


The intentions of the Italian team 
remain obscure. A message received from 
General Balbo, Italian Air Minister, a 
few days ago, stated that while he had 
made no final] decision the Italians would 
do their utmost to match themselves 
against the British team. Since then 
there has been no official news. Yester- 
day, however, it was learned from an 
authoritative source that the Italian 
machines and pilots are likely to arrive 
within the next few days. The transport 
companies concerned have been informed 
that the first. train would cross by train- 
ferry from Zeebrugge to Harwich last 
night, and reach Totton, a station near 
Calshot, at about noon to-day. The 
second train, which will carry the 
personnel, is expected to arrive at Calshot 
on Thursday or Friday. These were pro- 
visional arrangements made by the 
Italian authorities, and, as there has been 
no cancellation, it is assumed that the 
authorities will adhere to them. 

Inquiry at the Italian Embassy yester- 
day failed to confirm these reports, and 
late yesterday afternoon it was suggested 
in some quarters that the train was not 
expected to-day, but was due to arrive at 
Totton to-morrow., The latest informa- 
tion is that General Balbo will make a 
definite decision by to-day. 

‘Although there is still no official 
decision as to whether Italy is to take 
yart in the Schneider contest,’’ savs a 
coms message, 


dated Desanzano, Mon- 
day, “ the first of the two new Italian 
machines, it is declared, has already been 
dismantled, and it is understood to be 
ready to leave.

WORK OF THE GAELIC 


THEATRE. 
———

‘¢ TOURNEY’S END,’ the famous 

J British War play, is to be staged 
in Irish at the Gaelic Theatre, Galway, 
during the coming season, which begins 
next month. The translation has been 
carried out by Mr. Hugh MacDuan and 
Mr. Frank Dermody, who are both asso- 
ciated with the theatre. 

Since the foundation of the theatre. 
about three yeark ago, a wide range of 
drama in Gaelic versions has been pre- 
sented, and under the present directorate, 
which consists of Mrs. Dillon, Dr. Seamus 
O’ Beirne and Professor Liam O’Brien, 
some startling experiments in the choice 
of plays for translation have been made. 
R. C. Sherriff’s play, however, will strike 
a note entirely different from anything 
which has preceded it. 

Next season s repertoire also includes a 
translation of Mr. Jimmy O’Dea’s farcical 
sketch, “ Good Night, Mr. O’Donnell.”’ 
One of the theatre's producers, who s 


~~ 
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spending a fortnight’s holiday in London, 
is visiting a theatre every evening during 
that period in search of fresh material 
for adaptation. 

The objects and progress of the theatre 
were described to me in an interview by 
Mrs. Dillon. 

‘‘ It was started as an experiment,’’ she 
said, ‘‘ to see if we could encourage people 
So far, it has 
not had much effect in that way, but 
something is being achieved. We are 
gathering around us students from the 
university, who are getting the dramatic 
idea. 

“ We rely largely on students for our 
actors, as very often the native speakers 
can neither read nor write. They are also 
less enthusiastic about the language. 


PROPAGANDA SPIRIT. 

‘In a native-speaking town vou do not 
find the same propaganda spirit about 
Irish as in a town where they are trying 
to cultivate it.”’ 

Mrs. Dillon added that, though there 
was difficulty in obtaining actors at one 
time, they were now able to get together 
a cast of about forty, if required.. Some 
of the actors are members of the Irish- 
speaking battalion of the Free State 
Army, which is stationed at Galway. 

‘‘Several of our principal actors,” 
added Mrs. Dillon, ‘‘ had never seen a 
play before this theatre began.’’ 

With regard to the selection of plays, 
Mrs. Dillon remarked that there was a 
certain amount of native drama, but it 
was very small and unsuitable. In order 
to start a dramatic tradition it was neces- 
sary to get plays in other languages and 
translate them, as was done by the early 
English theatre. 

‘Then came the question,’”’ she said, 
“of what kind of plays we were to 
translate. There were plenty of Irish 
peasant plays which could be translated 
easily, but it was found that these could 
not be ‘ got across’ to the audience so 
well as other plays which were more diffi- 
cult to translate. It was worth while to 
take the difficult ones. 

‘““ Arms and the Man’ was one of the 
greatest successes last season, but from 
the box office point of view the best of all 
was Moliére’s ‘Le Bourgeois Gentil-

cookery, needlework, housecraft ; commer- 
cial geography, with special reference to 
agricultural products. In addition to the 
i whole-time course specialised for rural 
| occupations, it is proposed to provide suit- 
| able whole-time courses in the principa! 
towns for those likely to enter trades and 


commercial occupations. 
THE NEW SEAL. 


Vocational Education Committees were 
set up as statutory bodies under the Act, 
and for the purposes of their functions 
were required to have a seal. It is in- 
teresting to see that the first of these seals 
appeared yesterday in connection with an 
advertisement in the Dublin Press under 
the name of the County Dublin Vocationa! 
Education Committee. 

Preparations to make the Act a reality 
are being made on a big scale, and already 
over one hundred teachers are being 
trained to guide the youth of the country 
through the courses. These teachers have 
been selected from the universities, and 
most, if not all, of them possess degrees 
either in science or other subjects. 


STUDENTS IN TRAINING. 


Forty such students are in training in 
different parts of the country, and under 
the heading ' general subjects ” they are 
receiving instruction in Irish, English, 
geography, commercial] subjects, elemen- 
tary mathematics, and free-hand drawing. 
Twenty others are undergoing a special 
course in Dublin in science subjects, such 
as general elementary science and its 
application to plant life, ge-dening. 
hygiene, Applied mathematics, mechanical 
drawing and geography; and in Limerick 
a further twenty are being instructed in 
building trades subjects, including wood- 
work, carpentry, cabinet-making, elemen- 
tary mathematics and drawing. 

At Ringsend engineering subjects cover- 
ing motor and electrical engineering, metal 
workshop practice, maintenance of agricul- 


| 
| 
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subject of study by sixteen students, and 
domestic subjects are being explained to 
twenty members at Killarney. 

The courses will in most cases be five and 
a half hours per day for eight weeks. The 
persons in training are fully qualified, and 
the object of the special courses is to train 
them in the matter of applied education. 

Yesterday afternoon I saw seventeen 
male and three female teachers receiving 
instruction in rural science and allied sub- 
jects. Their course will last two months. 
during which they will be instructed in 
elementary and rural science, mathematics 
and farm accounts. 

In addition to the teachers now in train- 
ing there will be teachers who are also im- 
parting instruction under the scheme in 


technical schools.

NEW EDUCATION SCHEMES. 

The Department of Education in Dublin 
has had under consideration for some time 
the question of providing additional 
educational facilities for children from 
intensely [Irish-speaking districts, espe- 
cially in the matter of higher primary and 
ee education. Since the estab- 
ishment of the Preparatory Colleges there 
has been a dearth of suitable candidates 
from these areas at the entrance examina- 
tions. The reasons for this are mainly 
economic. 

Owing to the conditions existing in these 
districts children are unable to remain 
sufficiently long at school, and in most 
cases the parents are entirely unable to 


| meet the heavy costs of providing outfits, 


etc., not to speak of maintenance charges 
in residential schools. In order to remedy 
this position as far as possible, the Depart- 
ment of Education, with the approval of 
the Minister for Finance, has revised the 
regulations for the admission of students 
to the reserved places in the Preparatory 
Colleges, so as to ensure the admission of a 
teasonable number of native Irish speakers 
every year. 

Arrangements have also been made for 
the provision of a number of secondary and 
university scholarships for clever boys and 
girls from these areas. These revised 
a and scholarship schemes apply 
only to children from intensely Irish- 
speaking districts in whose homes Irish is 


the language of ordinary use, and who have 
received their primary education through 
the medium of Irish. 


PREPARATORY COLLEGES. 


For Fior-Ghaeltacht candidates the 
upper age limit for the entrance examina- 
tion has been raised from 154 to 164 years. 

One-half of the places reserved for candi- 
dates who are adjudged to be fluent Irish 
speakers will, in future, be retained for 
native speakers, and a number of these 
will be allocated to the different main 
Fior-Ghaeltacht areas on the basis of the 
Irish-speaking population in each area. 

A special preliminary course in Prepara- 
tory Colleges or approved secondary 
schools in preparation for the next follow- 
ing entrance examination will be provided 
for a limited number of the candidates 
who failed to secure places in the Prepara- 
tory Colleges, but whose answering at the 
examination showed promise. 


GRANTS AND PRIZES, 


Grants towards the cost of ontfit, 
travelling expenses, etc.—not exceeding 
£350 for the first year and £20 for every 
subsequent year—will be made, where the 
circumstances warrant it, for students who 
obtain places in the Preparatory Colleges 
or are selected for the special preliminary 
course.

HE, discussion at the weekly meeting ol 
| the Dublin Rotary (Club yesterday in 
Clery's Restaurant related to railway 

as against róad traffic by motor vehicles. 

Mr. Kevin Kenny, the president, occupied 
the chair. 

Mr. Fred. M. Summerfield, hon. secretary 

of the Club, introduced the subject by saying 
that he was entirely opposed to the sugges- 
tion made last month by Mr. G. E. Smyth, 
that the State should take over the railways. 
He claimed that prior to the recent develop- 
ment of road transport, the railways, with 
all the advantages that traffic monopoly 
gave them, paid scant attention to the 
wigs who had to travel from necessity, and 
ese to the person who travelled by choice. 
Lulled into a false sense of security by their 
long established monopoly, the railway 
directors jogged along with a sublime dis- 
regard of the needs of the community and a 
lack of appreciation of their own power to 
increase the volume of traffic, until the motor 
"bus and the lorry appeared, and in a few 
vears revolutionised the entire transport posi- 
tion. 
Whatever may be the ultimate solution of 
the transport problem, the motor 'buses and 
coaches must be = given credit for the 
tremendous increase in the volume of pas: 
senger traffic. 

It would be ‘interesting to speculate how 
much better off the railways would be to-day 
had enterprising management shown itself in 
a vigorous fashion before, or even at the com- 
méncement of, the motor road onslaught. 

He doubted if anyone would seriously 
suggest that the country could afford w see 
the breakdown of its railway services. The 
railways were entitled to, and should get, a 
fair deal tc face competition from other forms 
of transport, whether they, be on land, water 
or xn the air. | 

He had no hesitation in saying that motor 
"buses and lorries up to. now have had an 
unfair advantage, not alone over the railways, 
but over every other form of road conveyance. 
The absence of a competent central a-:thority 
to control transport had permitted the use on 
public highways of ‘buses and lorries under 
conditions that constitute a public menace 
and cry out for immediate rectification. 


UNSOUND VEHICLES. 

It was his deliberate opinion that a large 
proportion of the goods and passenger-carry- 
ing motor transport on Free State roads at 
present is mechanically dangerous, and thetr 
menace to the public is aggravated by the 
fact that those unsound vehicles carry no 
insurance of any kind. A competent motor 


engineer under a live Ministry of Transport 
would at once condemn large numbers of 


vehicles that are to be seen daily wheezing . 


and panting on our roads, scraping out a 
meagre existence for their owners, constituting 
a real danger to other users of the highways. 
and in their combined capacity representing 
much of the unfair haulage competition of 
which the railways very rightly complain. 

Continuing, Mr. Summerfield said :-- 
“ Whilst I have no rail shares and 1 am a 
motor trader, I would like to see set up at 
once a wide-awake Ministry of Transport that 
would make an imemaidte survey of existing 
conditions, and, without wasting time waiting 
for voluminous blue or white papers, deal 
with pressing matters obviously crying out 
for attention. As a beginning, “bus owners 
should be compelled to provide suitable 
termini in all cities and towns. 

Lorry-owners posing as haulage contractors 
should be compelled to accept all ihe 
liabilities as well as the privileges of common 
carriers, and so be placed on terms of fairer 
competition with the railways. 


SIZE OF CARS. 


“Every motor vehicle carrying passengers | 


or goods for gain should be periodically 
examined for mechanical soundness and 
efficiency, and also eompelied to carry 
adequate insurance. in the interests of the 
community. 1 would go further and 
suggest that serious consideration should be 
given to the length and _ width of 
road motor vehicles. and the degree 
of back-axle overhang, ‘as these have a 
decided bearing on public safety in a country 
such as this, where we have a fairly narrow 
road system. To those of you who meet or 
endeavour to overtake and pass a long dis: 
tance monster: 'bus or lorry i need not stress 
the importance of this matter of vehicle 
dimensions. In passing, I wonder why the 
surveyors who have given us so excellent a 
system of main roads cambered them so 
much! The camber usually is so pronounced 
that all forms of road transport hug the 
crown of the road, and overtaking and pass- 
ing heavy vehicles is far more thrilling than 


pleasant. 
IMMEDIATE OVERHAUL, 


“My conclusions are that we need an 
immediate overhaul of our transport systems, 
both road and rail; that there is ample room

He had a 
few words of comfort for railway share- 
holders. If the terms of the Traffic Bill go 
through without alteration motor transport 
of any kind will be killed by the = 
governing speed. In his Opiniow those clauses 
spoil an otherwise good bill, for everyone 
who has ever driven a car knows the absur- 
dity of an arbittary limit of thirty miles 
hour for Ordinary motor cars. A. clause like 
that is neither sensible nor workable, and 
should be deleted, or so amended that it 
would be possible to put in a defence to a 
charge of dangerous driving, which ail 
responsible motorists abhor. Froin a long 
experience he was able to say that speed of 
itself is not the most fruitful cause of acci- 
dents. The majority of accidents are due to 
the ‘* road-hog,’’ who is thé bane, not only 
of the pedestrian, but of all responsible 
motorists. 


THE TRAFFIC BILL. 


He suggested to the sponsors of the Traffic 
Bill that they should delete the clause con- 
cerning thirty miles per hour, or, if it has to 
remain, let it be a nomina! speed, and not of 
itself evidence of dangerous driving; then 
let them lay down that passing on corners, 
in any circumstances, is an offence, and they

will have done something to make roads 
safer. In towns and cities there should be a 
safety zone clearly marked on each side of a 
corner, and no vehicle should be permitted 
to stop or overtake and pass within the 
defined limits. No ‘bus or tram should be 
permitted to stop within 25 yards of any 
bend, They stop where it suits them now, 
and so convert what really are open and safe 
corners into blind ones for other traffic. 

Senatot O'Farrell said that ‘the great 
trouble was the lack of any policy on the 
part of the department dealing with the 
transport problem. The very elements of 
the control of transport had been neglected. 
Jt was strange that traffic was passing from 
the railways to the roads, and that no steps 
were taken to regulate that traffic in the 
interests of the community. The traffic was 
being carried out on an uneconomic basis, 
and the position at present was that the 
transport companies were on the verge oí 
bankruptey. 

The railways were still capable of being 
saved, Last year they paid three and a half 
million pounds in wages, and employed over 
eighteen thousand men. 

Wipe out the railways, and what would 
be left in their place?’ He saw no reason 
why the railwavs should not be worked 
under a system similar to that under which 
the Post Office was run, and made a brilliant 
success, while affording decent conditions of 
employment. 


THE SPEED LIMIT. 


Dr. Lorcan Sherlock said that he hoped 
the Ministry would not be stampeded into 
changing the maximum speed from thirty 
miles an hour for motor vehicles. He was 
not in favour of setting up a Ministry of 
Transport, because this country had already 
a sufficient number of Ministers. What was 
wanted was that the public mind should be 
focused on the necessity of strict and rigid 
economy in the control of public affairs, so 
that this country should not find itself in 
a position like that in which the English 
people were at present. In his opinion. we 
had too much activity in transport, and its 
development would make matters worse than 
they were at present. 

In his opinion, the railways were essential 
for the carrying of long-distance heavy 
traffic, and it was the duty of the Govern- 
ment to make it possible for the railways to 
handle that traffic, and to do it efficiently, 
and not to allow the development of the 
tvpe of road transport that had sprung up 
within the past few vears.

SERVICE TO BE 
SUSPENDED. 

The Great Southern Railways Company 
have decided to close down the Kildare 
junction and Kildare branch of the former 
Cork and Bandon. Railway. It is a ten 
miles length, which has proved unprofitable. 

In the immediate future the company will 
also discontinue service on the eight miles 
stretch of the Killalla and Ballina branch, 
which is a portion of the former Midland 
and Great Western Railway line. The work- 
ing of this branch line will cease as soon as 
the amalgamated company have arranged 
trafic convenience by road to meet the needs 
of the district. Goods lorries and omnibuses 
for passengers, suitable to the requirements 
of the area, are to be provided. 

In a number of other districts, where 
branch railway lines connect with trunk lines 
of the Great Southern system commissions of 
inquiry are pursuing investigations, and 
should there appear no justification for the 
cost of working owing to the lack of local 
support services will be suspended.

THE DEATH OF MR. HUGH 
MAHON, 


The Hon. Hugh Mahon, who has died at 
Melbourne at the age of 73, was a former 
Commonwealth Minister. His political career. 
according to The Times Melbourne Corres- 
pondent, ended abruptly in 1920, when he was 
expelled from the Federal Parliament in con- 
sequence of a violent attack on British policy 
in Ireland, in which he referred to “this 
bloody and accursed Empire.’ 

The son of a farmer in King’s County, 
Mahon became a reporter; was then active 
in the Irish Land League, and was committed 
with Parnell and others to Kilmainham Jail, 
in 1881. On his release he went to Australia, 
and, after working on newspapers in Sydney 
and Melbourne, founded two Labour journals 
in the Western Australian goldfields. In 1901 
he was elected for Coolgardie to the Federal 
Parliament. In 1904 he was appointed Post- 
master-General in the fi: Federal Labour 
Ministry. He was Ministe: for Home Affairs 
in 19089, Minister for Fxternal Affairs in 
1914-16, and Acting Attorney - General 
from January to August, 1916. 
married, and had three sons and one 
daughter.

DUBLIN COMMITTEE 
MEETING. 


At a meeting of the International Dis- 
armanient Declaration Committee, held «n 
Dublin on Saturday, it was reported that 
good progress was being made in the collec- 
tion of signatures in various parts of the 
country. 

The Committee is collaborating with the 
National Council of Women, the Society of 
Friends, the Irish League of Nations Society, 
the Irish Peace Union, and other bodies; 
and the declaration (which asks for reduc- 
tion of world armaments at the Geneva Con- 
ference, February, 1932) is being signed by 
all sections in Ireland. 

Reports of the progress of the campaign 
in other countries were read. The number 
of signatories in England is stated to have 
reached nearly one and a half millions.

HE intensive application that has been 
| given to the blem of slum clearance 
by the City Manager and the Members 
of the Dublin Corporation Housing Committee 
has fruetified in a completed scheme for the 
Mary's lane area. ‘his area forms only 
Section No. 1 of the Corporation’s proposed 
undertakings, but it is a _ substantial 
beginning. All the specifications and condi- 
tions of contract prepared by the City 
Architect, with bills of quantities, having 
been set out for the services of contractors, 
and tenders were yesterday invited by adver- 
tisement. ‘These tenders are required for build- 
ing seventy-two flat dwellings. ‘They will - 
in four storey tenements, each dwelling having 
three rooms. ‘They are to be self-contained 
apartments, comprising two bedrooms, a 
living room, scullery and bathroom, with hot 
and cold water. ‘Ihe dwellings will be 
approached by a central staircase, and have 
external balconies. From each dwelling there 
will be a dust chute to the bottom of the 
building, where the recepticle will be cleared 
regularly by the staff of the Corporation 
Cleansing Department. Behind these Mary's 
lane block of flats a spacious courtyard has 
been provided. The Corporation propose to 
let these flats ab a weekly rental of 2s. 6d. 
a room.

THE PEOPLE'S WISH. 


A member of the Corporation said yesterday 


that that body had undertaken this scheme of 
an uneconomic character at the expressed wish 
of the citizens as a practical measure of public 
health. There was nothing of vicarious 
philanthropy in it It had been accepted that 
every slum tenement the Corporation emptied 
into one of these wholesome dwellings was a 
gain to all the community. The vacated slum 
houses must eventually be replaced by dwel- 
lings of improved hygienic standard, or it 
might be that there would be a new air space 
where they had stood. There was reason to 
hope that the financial consequences of the 
Corporation’s schemes for the healthy housing 
of the poorer citizens would prove no 
appreciable burden on those who would have. 
as individual ratepayers, to foot the bill of 
an uneconomic rent scheme. When this great 
work had been completed it would prove self- 
compensatory in hygienic and moral values 
gained by the whole city.

has been raised again by a Paris cable to- 
day. in which M. Paul Boncour, Chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
Chamber, is credited with the suggestion 
that the nations should agree to place their 
armed forces at the disposal of the Council 
of the League in order to deal with ‘‘a 
proven aggressor.” 

M. Paul Boncour intimated, says the 
Associated Press, that France would be 
willing to agree to such a scheme.  '“' By 
this gesture,’’ he added, ‘‘ the problem of 
parity might be solved.”’ | re 

He declared that French public opinion 
feared that the coming Disarmament Con- 
ference might witness an effort on the part 
of ‘‘ other Powers’’ to $ ruin France's 
security,” and that the failure of the Con- 
ference would be the signal for a re-arma- 
ment of Powers, which, under the peace 
treaties, are subjected to special limita- 
tions. 

M. Paul Boncour concluded with a de- 
nunciation of the German demand for 
‘‘ mathematical parity,’’ which, he said, 
was contrary to the League Covenant. 


HELP FOR GERMAN 
FARMERS. 


STATE LOAN AGAINST 
STORED GRAINS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Monday. 

By means of the German Government’s 
loan, which came into operation to-day, it 
is anticipated that German farmers will 
be able to tide over the period of financial 
distress until the market conditions 
improve. 

By this plan the Government are loan- 
ing money against stored grains, and are 
thus slowing down the influx into the 
grain markets. Farmers who are holding 
grains in excess of their needs, and desire 
to keep them back until prices improve, 
are to store their grains in special ware- 
honses or on their farms under bond. 

The Government are advancing in 
certificates fifty per cent. of the price for 
which the farmers are holding out. These 
certificates are negotiable for a loan at the 
Rentenbank Credit Anstait at four per 
cent. rate of interest. 

It is expected by this means that 
farmers will be able to pay the wages of 
their harvest hands and their taxes, and 
still have enough left over for persona! 
needs until the market imnproves.

T an in held by Dr. L. A. Byrne 
A bi ay at Steevens’s Hospital, 
ublin, om the body of Patrick 
O'Reilly, aged forty-one, which was found 
án the Phenix Park on Saturday morning 
last, it was stated by one of the witnesses, 
Patrick Byrne, 10 U phe Stephen street, 
that he ‘had received a threatening letter as 
the result of his knowledgs of the case. 

Byrne’s evidence was to the effect that on 
Fri night as he was near the Magazine 
Fort in the Phenix Park a man approached 
him and said that he was afraid, and that 
he was being followed. Byrne identified the 
body of O'Reilly as that of the man who 
had accosted him. The threatening letter 
was written in red ink, and was as follows: 
‘You are not to repeat what O’Reilly said 
about being afraid of someone, at the in- 
guest.” 

Byrne then told the Coroner that he had 
talked of the case with two men who had 
been at the Morgue when he went to view 
the body last Saturday. 

The witness, who had been rebuked by 
Inspector Beggs, of Mountjoy Station, for 
giving evidence with his hands in his pockets, 
then cried out :—‘‘ I cannot go on with this 
case. 

Sergeant 16D, who visited the place where 
the man’s body, was found, said that there 
were no indications that he had met his 
death through violence. 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Hamilton, House Surgeon, said that 
death, apparently, had occurred five hours 
before he had examined the body, and was 
due, in his opinion, to the consumption of 
a large quantity of poison, self-administered. 
Death cou'd not have been instantaneous, and 
anyone taking the poison would be able to 
walk for a short time afterwards. 

The Coroner suggested to the jurors that 
they return a verdict in accordance with the 
medical evidence, and they did so, adding 
that the poison had been self-administered 
while O’Reilly was of unsound mind.

The shots, however, seemed to come 
from different directions, and the Guards 
were unable to locate the persons firing.

simply going about their business. 

Two policemen were injured and one 
arrest was made as the result of a disturb- 
ance at a Catholic meeting here last night. 


REPUBLIC CONDEMNED.

The National Coafederation of Workers,

INDUSTRIAL SLUMP 
AND THE PRESS. 


CESSATION OF FIERCE 
COMPETITION. 


A tribute to the British Press for its aiti- 
tude during the financial crisis was paid by 
Mr. W. Charles Chillingworth, Dublin, in his 
Presidential address to the annua) Conference 
of the Institute of Journalists at Felixstowe 
yesterday. 
"” In the course of his address, Mr. Chilling- 
worth said :—‘‘ Naturally, newspaper produc- 
tion, in keeping with every other industry, 
has been, and is, experiencing a bad time. Some 
of the national newspapers, depending so 
largely as they have een on advertising 
revenue and with heavy capital charges, have 
been feeling the strain possibly to a greater 
extent than the provincial Press, which, as a 
whole, is doing remarkably well under the 
conditions that exist. This remark applies in 
particular, so far as I can gather, to the 
amaller bi-weekly and weekly journals, whose 

roprietors are not called upon to spend such 
arge sums of money in various schemes cal- 
culated to increase circulation. 

““One result of the slump. in industry has 
been to put an end for the time being to 
the fierce competition between newspapers 
that had existed up to twelve months ago, 
with its consequent amalgamations and ¢is- 
appearance of old-established newspapers, 
which caused from time to time so much un- 
employment and distress among journalists.”’ 

Mr. A. W. Cox (Bristol) moved a resolution 
that a ballot of the members should be taken 
to ascertain their opinien on the question of 
fusion with the National Union of Jeurnalists. 

Mr. Peaker, opposing, said that they were 
all in favour of fusion, but it was a question 
of terms. They had tried three times to come 
to terms and had failed. He was willing to 
give up their charter on one condition—a 
State register of journalists. 

The President ssid that the day when fusion 
took plave would be one of the best he would 
ever know, but there must he give and take. 

The resolution was lost, and the Conference 
adjourned until to-day.

SEOUEL TO 1916 BOMB

SAN FRANCISCO, Monday. 
MOTION for a new trial of Thomas J. 
A Mooney, who has been in prison since 
1916, has been filed by Mr. C. Oakland, 
an Attorney, who alleges that Moonev’s con- 
viction was ‘‘ fraudulently conceived and pro- 
cured. ' 

Mr. C. M. Fickert, the District Attorney, 
nt the time of the first trial, who had prose- 
cuted Billings and his assistant, Mr. Edward 
Cohna, had deliberately given false evidence, 
he alleges. 

The Mooney and Billings case is one of the 
cauee célébres of the United States, and is 
comparable to the Sacco-Vanzetti case and the 
French Dreyfus case. | 

On “ Preparedness Day,’’ 1916, when San 
Francisco was in a Labour versus Capital 
turmoil, a bomb placed in a suitcase and left 
in the street, exploded, killing ten and injuring 
forty. Mooney, a Labour agitator; Billings, 
Mooney s wife, and another man were 
arrested, and Mooney and Billings after a 
trial were condemned, one to death and the 
other to life imprisonment. 


PERJURY PROVED. 

Shortly after the trial had concluded it was 
conclusively proved that many of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution had committed per- 
jury, and that Mooney’s almost perfect q/ili 
had been ignored. : 

Although President Wilson himself ordered 
a re-examination of the whole affair the 
Governor of California refused a _ pardon. 
Sentence of death was commuted to one of life 
imprisonment. Since then, although several 
of the original witnesses of the prosecution 
have come forward and admitted that they 
had been bribed—one man with as much as 
10,000 dollars—to commit perjury, a pardon 
has been consistently refused. 

Interest in the case has recently been re- 
newed by a report of the Wickersham Com- 
mission, which denounced the conyiction «f 
the two men as ‘‘shocking to the sense of 
justice.” 

Moonev has been offered parole, which he 
has always refused on the grounds that it 
would be an admission of guilt. He alleges 
that the bomb was placed by German “'sabo- 
teurs,” and early this year a German con- 
victed of a minor burglary charge stated that 
the bombing was planned, and carried out by 
the German Secret Service. í

MR. THOMAS AND 
HIS UNION. 


SECRETARYSHIP 
RESIGNED. 


——o— 
BH. J. H. THOMAS, M.P.; yesterday 


M resigned the post of General Secretary 

of the National Union of Railwaymen. 
The resignation was tendered and accepted at 
a special meeting held at Unity House, 
London. Mr. Thomas was present, and when 
his resignation was accepted ‘‘ with regret ’’ 
he bade his old colleagues good-bye and left 
the meeting. 


WHY HE RESIGNED. 
TEXT OF LETTER TO MR. DOBBIE. 


In his letter of resignation, addressed to 
Mr. W. Dobbie, President of the Union, Mr. 
Thomas said :— 

‘* You have conveyed to me the unanimous 
request of the Executive Committee that I 
should immediately resign from the Govern- 
ment. As I informed the Committee, to 
comply with the request would brand me 
beth a coward and a cad. 

“No one will know better than the mem- 
bers of the Committee that, in taking the 
step I did in the hour of the nation’s crisis, 
it was not hastily done, but it was with the 
sincere belief and with the knowledge of the 
facts that I was rendering, not only the best 
service to the railwaymen, but discharging 
my duty to the nation. 

“To withdraw from that position now 
would, as I have said, brand me as a coward. 
I cannot and will not do it. Indeed, to ask 
me to do it when you know I have acted 
throughout in accordance with the dictates of 
my conscience is unfair. Therefore, in refus- 
ing to comply with your request, I can see 
that there is no other alternative than to 
tender you my resignatitn. i 

“This is the most painfal task in my 
life, having started, as I did, as an engine 
cleaner at the age of 11 years, and never 
having done anything but work on for the 
railwavmen, with 35 years’ unbroken official 
connection with our trade union, 

“ In the making of every agreement which 
affects the standard conditions of employment 
of the railwaymen I have plaved some 

art. I state this in order that vou 
will understand how I “feel in taking 
the step of tendering my __ resigna- 
tion; but I love the railwaymen 


your task more difficult. Itather “han allow 
a split to develop, I do not intend to appeal! 
against your decision, although, as 
know, I have the right to do se: but this 
would oniy cause dissension and difficulties. 

‘Therefore, [ am leaving you only 
officially, and shall always remember with 
pride the confidence of hundreds of thousands 
of railwaymen and their wives, which I will 
cherish as something for <hich it was worth 
having lived, but I am equally satisfied that 
although my action may be misunderstood. 
time will justify it. C ~d-bye.”’ 


NOTHING TO ADD. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, on leaving the Unity 
House meeting handed a copy of his letter te 
the reporters. He was moved almost to 
tears. In reply to questions. he said: “ll 
cannot add to the written statement. I have 
resigned: there was no a:iernative.’’ 

The Press Association understands that 
the Nation ' Union's decision to accept Mr. 
Thomas’s resignation was unanimous, and 
that the Committee ; laced on record its 
high appreciation of his long and faithful 
services to the Union and the railwaymen. 


LONG OFFICIAL CAREER. 

Mr. Thomas’s official connection with the 
Railwaymen’s Union covers a period of 
twenty-six years. In 1904 he was appointed 
President at the Bradford Conference, and in 
1905 came his {rst full-time official appoint- 
ment as organise: far the Manchester district. 
On Mr. J. Williams’s appointment as genera] 
secretary of the Union, in 1910, Mr. J. H. 
Thomas became assistant secretary, and 
when Mr. Williams retired a few years after- 
wards, Mr. Thomas succeeded him as general

To-day the cut of ten per cent. in the 
cost of living bonus to Free State civil 
servants, in accordance with the notice 
issued some time ago, comes into 
operation. The announcement of the re- 
duction has caused considerable feeling in 
Civil Service circles, particularly amongst 
the lower grades. 

Unsuccessful efforts were made to get the 
Minister for Finance, Mr. Blythe, to meet 
representatives of the association catering 
for the service on the matter. The decision 
of the Minister in this respect aroused 


much resentment, and a public meeting of. 


protest was held in the Metropolitan Hall, 
Dublin, about a fortnight ago. Since then 
the representatives of the association have 
been busily engaged putting forward their 
claims for a hearing, but as yet nothing 
definite has been done. 

At the meeting a resolution was passed 
calling fdr the suspension of the impending 
reduction and a revision of the index cost 
of living figure and its application to the 
Civil Service. 

About twenty thousand civil servants in 
all will be affected by the reduction, which 
comes into operation as from to-day, and 
11,000 of these have salaries not exceeding

SIR HALL CAINE’S 
RISE TO FAME.

with the literary figures of Victorian 
England. 


A great deal of Sir Hall Caine’s achieve- 
ment can be traced to his Manx inheritance. 
He was born at Liverpool in May, 1853. His 
mother was a Cumberland woman and his 
father a Manxman, who could trace his 
parentage in the Isle of Man records for more 
than five centuries. Much of the novelist’s 


Isle of Man with his father’s nother. and in 
his autobiography he tells of the deep in- 
fluence which she had upon him. 

It was natura], therefore, that in his work 
as a novelist Hall Caine should make the Isle 
of Man his own, as Hardy made Wessex, and 


Eden Philpotts, Devonshire. 
EARLY POVERTY. 


Like many other successful novelists, Hall 
Caine’s early days were spent in the shadow 
of poverty. 

“ It is a great thing to be born poor,” he 
said on one occasion. ‘‘ No man really knows 
life who has not had to battle with it.” 

The battle which he fought with life often 
brought him loneliness and drudgery, but it 

ave him experience of which he later reaped 
full benefit. 

After an elementary education at Liver- 
pool, supplemented by training at the Cor- 
poration educational institutions, he became, 
at 15, the pupil of a Liverpool architect, but 
a breakdown in health after three vears 
caused his return to the Isle of Man, where, 
for nearly a year, he deputised for an uncle 
as schoolmaster on the bleak North headland 
of Maughold. 


ROSSETTI’S FRIENDSHIP. 

After completing his articles in Liverpool! 
he acted as architectural assistant to a 
builder. A lecture which the young architect 
gave on Rossetti during this period led to his 
friendship with the great poet-painter. 

After Rossetti’s death Hall Caine married 
Miss Mary Chandler, and became a free-lance 
journalist, living in the old Clement's Inn, 
and writing literary reviews, chiefly of fiction 
and poetry. He also he'd a roving commis 
sion with the Liverpool Mercury, writing for 
a retaining fee of £100 a vear on any subject 
of public interest, and sending his articles t 
Liverpool every day by the 4 p.m. mail bag 
from the Press Association. 


HIS FIRST NOVEL. 

Here he wrote his first novel, which 
the Isle of Man as its scene, and had 
siderable success in a number of we 
newspapers. The author never reproduced 
the novel in book form, although a pirated 
edition in America sold in thousands ol 
copies. It is said that the manuscript was 
returned ‘‘with compliments’’ by a firm 
which later paid big prices for his work. 

“The Shadow of a Crime’”’ was the next 
novel, written at the age of 30. The story 
was built round a Cumberland legend, and 
was welcomed by some of the critics as a 
worthy companion of ‘‘ Lorna Doone.” It 
achieved no immediate popularity, and the 
author sold the copyright for a trivial sum. 
He lived, however, to see it sell in many 
thousands. 

In 1586 the ' Son of Hagar’’ appeared, 
and the next vear ‘‘ The Deemster.’’ ‘‘ The 
Bondman ’” (1890), “ The Scapegoat ” (1891), 
“The Manxman’’ (1894), and a 
Christian ” followed in quick succession.

It appeared in one 
volume at 6s., instead of in the customary 
three-volume form, and as a result attained 
almost immediately to a sale of between 
70.000 and 80,000 copies.

Bernard Shaw said that he had always 
hitherto looked upon Hall Caine as a popular 
writer, but the new work was, beyond ques- 
tion, “ nothing less than a Greek drama.’’ 

“ G.B.S.” also intervened in the con- 
troversy which followed the publication of 
the “ White Prophet’ some years later. 
The book gave offence in high places because 
of its sympathy with the Nationalist move- 
ment in Egypt. Bernard Shaw replied in a 
long and spirited preface to the second 
edition. 

The greatest controversy of the novelist’s 
career centred around his next novel, “ The 
Woman Thou Gavest Me. ' 

How the book came to be written the 
author told an interviewer at the time :— 

“ Lord Gorell,’ he said, ‘‘ permitted me to 


attend some private sittings of the Divorce 
Commission, and I went away from one of | 
them with my head full, not of divorce, but 
a wider subject—the whole question ef 
woman's position in the human family.”’ 

W. RF. Hearst cabled from America asking 
Hall Caine to write a novel on the subject, 
and “ The Woman Thou Gavest Me ” was the 
result.
